Group I, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to a method for preparing a substantially pure tissue graft 
comprising basement membrane of warm-blooded vertebrate liver tissue. 

Group II, claim(s) 11-15, 17 and 18, drawn to a liver basement membrane graft 
composition comprising basement membrane of warm-blooded vertebrate liver tissue, 
and a liver tissue derived composition comprising said liver basement membrane 
composition. 

2. Group III, claim(s) 16, drawn to a method for inducing the formation of 
endogenous tissue at a site in a warm-blooded vertebrate by using a liver basement 
membrane composition. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature shared by groups I-III is a liver basement membrane composition. Badylak, S., 
2002 (US Patent No. 6,379,710 Bl) discloses preparation of liver basement membrane by 
using enzyme solution or protease solution and the liver basement membrane can be 
fluidized or converted to an injectable or powder form (e.g. column 3). Badylak 
discloses a composition comprising liver basement membrane of a warm-blooded 
vertebrate, wherein said liver basement membrane is substantially free of cells of said 
warm-blooded vertebrate (e.g. claim 1). Therefore, no special technical feature has been 
contributed by the instant invention over the prior art. Thus, Groups I-III do not relate to 
a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.
